"What  do  you  do  with  your  cocoo 
at  shells  ?"  asked  a  Record  reporter  ol 
prominent  candy  manufacturer.  "Sell 
them  to  bo  made  into  pepper,"  said  he ; 
and  the  aroused  curiosity  of  the  repor- 
ter was  not  quieted  by  bis  statement 
tbat  tbo  shells  wore  really  grouud  aud 
iscd  by  epicc  men  to  adulterate  peppci 
aud  otber  ot  thoir  wares.  Further  in- 
vestigation showed  that  a  factory  where 
tbo  shells  arc  grouud  up  is  in  Cumdeu, 
is  a  one-story  brick  building,  tho 
capneity  of  the  mill  being  about  two 
tons  of  ground  shells  per  day.  Tbc 
shells  aro  brought  to  tbo  factory  in  bags 
nnd  deposited  in  tho  rousting  depnrt- 
mcnt.  Here  they  arc  carefully  scrnped 
arid  put  in  great  revolving  ovens,  which 
constantly  kupt  turning  over  beds 
of  blazing  coal.    Some  of  the  s 

roasted  to  light  browu,  while  others 
come  out  crisp  and  block.  After  being 
carefully  sortod,  the  dark  sliolls  are 
o  hoppers  in  the  grinding  depurt- 
lacut  and  reduced  to  u  Hue  powder,  like 
pepper.  The  hrowu  sliolls  nrc 
ground  so  fine,  nud  come  from  the  mill 
looking  cxncilyliko  ground  coffee.  This 
Cumdeu  Inctory  is  said  to  have  hecu  in 
operation  for  about  it  mouth.  Tho 
shells  cuat  very  little,  and  tho  milling  Is 
dono  nt  uu  expense  of  uhooi  2  or  2  1-2 
cents  por  pound. 

A  representative  of  a  lending  spico 
bouse,  in  sponking  of  this  novel  prep- 
aration, said  that  while  his  house 
aot  used  It,  lie  supposed  it  was  a 
harmless  adulinrntion  fur  spices.  "We 
limconrown  method  of  ndnllcistlon," 
said  he,  "mid  sell  tu  the  trade  probably 
wore  uduitcratcd  goods  tiiau  pure.  We 
cau't  liolp  It.  Thore  Is  do  pretense  on 
our  pnrt  that  the  lower  grndct  of  spicos 
aro  pure.  Wo  simply  sell  tho  retailer 
°whnt  ho  wntiti,  Wo  soli  them  spices 
at  iilnitKt  any  figure,  I'eppor,  lor  hi- 
re, as  low  ua  eight  nnd  nine  cents, 
but  it  is  nlmut  us  laui'lf  something  else 
it  Is  popper.  It  would  ruin  the 
tnulo  to  prohibit  adulteration,  mid,  be- 
sides, thoro  nro  nut  onougli  apices 
grown  to  supply  the  United  Stntes 
alono  If  nothing  but  pure  aplres  wcro 
sold.  Wo  are  constantly  making  ex- 
periments to  discover  tim  cheapest 
harmless  lorolgu  matter  with  which  wo 
>au  mix  our  goods  iu  urder  to  supply 
lie  dcuiiilul  lor  tlin  lowrr  armies."

Planting  Pine  Forests. 


Tho  editor  of  i  the  New  Englnnd 
Ilomeatead,  after  I  visiting  tbc  Shaker 
community  nt  Enfield,  Conn.,  publish- 
ed the  following  interesting  facts' 
the  subject 

There- is  iu  New  England  a  great 
deal  of  light,  plain  land,  as  well  as 
.CQmparativoly_  ianccoaiihlo  -hillside, 
tliutis  not  worth  Cultivating  and  yet 
should  not  bo  allowed  to  remain  idle. 
Elder  Homer  Pease  or  the  north  family 
of  Shakers  has  appreciated  tbc  truth  of 
this  statement  for  years,  lie  has  car- 
ried out  this  doctriuc,  too,  and  of  hit 
1500  acres  200  nro  now  in  yonng, 
thrilly  white  pine,  all  sowod  hy  his 
hand.  Ho  has  tried  every  way  of 
pluntiug— hy  ploughing  aad  harrow- 
i,  burrowing  in  on  the  sod,  etc 
After  years  of  experience  he  fiuds, 
owevor,  that  merely  sowing  the  socd 
d  the  ttirl  is  the  bos;  way.  It  will  io- 
ariuhly  get  a  good  start  and  do  well 
■boo  thus  plauted,  nq  matter  how  hard 
tho  soil.  Eight  to  ton  quarts  of 
per  ncre  are  sowu.  Ooc  lot  ot  saudy 
land  sowed  iu  18G9  now  has  u  dense 
growth  12  to  16  feet  high.  The  seed 
docs  best  vrheu  sowed  iu  the  early 
spriug. 

"  'How  do  yon  nbtain  tho  seed?' 
Ah,  that  wns  what  it  took  me  a  long 
ime  to  iiml  out.  And  it  took  ma 
long  time  to  learn  what  I  havo  told  you 
about  seeding  with  pine.  Now  about 
getting  the  scod.  You  know  the  pine 
seed  is  borne  in  cones.  Well,  nlong  in 
beptemher  tbo  squirrels  gnnw  off  these 
cones  nnd  ihey  fall  to  the  ground 
make  the  winter  store  of  food  for  tho 
squirrels.  Iu  a  good  fruiting  year  the 
cooes  will  he  found  nudcr  the  pines 
xry  thick.  Wo  go  iuto  tho  woods 
vith  n  cart  and  pick  them  up,  getting 
i  load  in  half  a  day  with  good  luck. 
Tho  cones  nrc  spread  out  to  dry  on  the 
floor  ot  a  sbed  or  spnre  attic.  We  leave 
them  there  till  sometime  iu  v 
then  when  there's  not  much 
rake  or  fork  'em  over  nud  lho  seeds 
rattle  out  very  easily.  Then 
off  the  cones  and  sweep  up  the  seeds 
ind  put  'cm  iu  bags  ior  future  use. 
Tbo  pino  scorns  to  fruit  well 
ouly  onco  in  three  years.  Some 
trees  will  seed  well  during  years  tbat 
other  trees  will  not.  This  ougbt  tn  be 
a  good  bearing  year  witb  our  trees,  bnl 
I'm  afraid  it  won't  be.  Tbe  early  frost' 
last  fall  seems  to  have  affected  them."

The  other  day  a  patent  was  recorded 
toMjss  Ueloise  Wright  of  Louisville, 
Emilie  Engeln,  of  Cincinnati,  for 
what,  wns  .styled  an  "ironing  pun." 
'rom  the  time  of  Adam  and  Eve  wo- 
man-tfclks(and  Chinnmen)havo  used 
when  ironing  a  snuccr  turned  bottom 
side  up,  an  old  horse  shoe,  nn  oys- 
r  n  hundred  and  one  other 
ccmtrhTrnceo  iirplaco  the  hot  Trou  upou 
■vhilo  turning  a  gurmeal.or  wheu 
ing  to  lay  down  tho  iron  for  n  moment. 
Wbou  ironing-boards  camo  into 
handsome  little  stands  for  tho  iron  soon 
followed.  But,  as  many  a  housewife 
knows  to  her  sorrow,  tbesonronia^- 
boards  cannot  ho  disturbed  -without  dp- 
scilltog  tho  iron  nnd  stand,  thereby, 
dangering,  among  otber  things,  her 
toes  ;  nnd  accidents  havo  tbus  befallen 
children.  These  youug  ladies  hit  upon 
tho  idea  of  making  nn  iron  pan,  to  be 
sunk  into  the  hoard,  and  thus  keeping 
stationary,  beiug  of  such  depth 
hold  tbe  iron  in  safety  while  the  ironer 
twists  tho  board  in  whatever  di 
desired.

Tlio  Wood  Kiver  Times  ho»  n  long 
account  ol  tbo  adventure  of  Thomai

Throwiug  away  bis  roll 
ot  hlankcls  he  hastened  forward,  mnk- 
ing  tho  cabins  tho  second  time  nt  about 
11  on  tho  forenoon  of  the  Kith,  llttit- 
ily  huilding  n  fire,  ha   pnlleil  nfT  bis 
boots  nnd  found  both  feet  frozen.  No 
being  ablo  to  pull  on  bis  boots  ogain  hi 
coucluded  to  use  the  only  remedy  at 
baud — a  suow  poultice — to  i 
pnin.    Ho  kept  bis  feet  |M>ulticod  for 
lour  days,  but  at  tho  cud  of  that 
fiodhu;  tbo  snow  brought  nu  relief,  ho 
discontinued  its  use.    Ilisuext  thought 
was  to  keep  n  good  lookout  for  passers- 
by.    He  would  crawl  out  of  the  cabin, 
take  a  look,  and  cranl  hack  ugai 
sooner  hack,  and  hcariug  !lto  swaying 
ol  the  giant  piues  that  surrounded  the 
cabin,  and  mistaking  thut  noise  for  tbo 
sound  of  human  voices,  out  ho  w  ould 
crawl  again,  only  to  return  disappointed. 
During  tbo  long  cold  nights,  suddenly 
n wakened  Irom  a  troubled  sleep  by  the 
hoarse  .screech  ol  a  uig'jt  owl,  he  would 
crawl  out  in  tho  durkocss,  hopiug  lor 
tho  long-looked  for  osjisluucc,  ouly  to 
be  more  thoroughly  aroused  to  his  real 
situation.

frozen  snow  when  crawling.  At  last 
they  were  completed,  and  be  was  ready 
to  make  una  more  effort  to  save  that 
which  he  wonld  have  destroyed  in  his 
fits  of  agony  from  pnin — his  lifo — when 
the  long-Iookcd-for  assistance  arrived. 

About  4  o'clock  ou  the  alternoou  of 
the  27th  three  meu  jourucying  from 
llolley  to  Atlanta  started  from  Saw- 
tooth, on  the  Atlanta  trail,  intending  to 
camp  at  the  cabin  that  uight  uud  make 
Atlanta  the  next  day,  some  tweuty-two 
miles.

Prepare  for  Winter  Flowers. 
Those  who  hnvo  siuull  green  houses 
or  cultivated  floirci  j  in  their  windows 
have  Kt  out  their  geraniums  and  other 
quick-growiug  plants  Tor  tho  summer. 
Many  mnks  the   mistake  ol  taking  up 
these  plants  in  autumn  after  they  havo 
grown  all  tbo  season  in  tho  open  grouud, 
id  potting  them  to  l>e  replaced  Iu  tho 
indow  or   grceuhousc.    Tho  result 
ill  nlwnys  be  "long-legged,"  misslmp- 
en  plants,  which,  instead  of  bloom  lag 

itisfuctorily  during  the  wiutci 
take  a  long  time  to  recover,  aud 
be  worth  us  much  us  new  plants  from 
cultings.  Such  plants  may  be  pre- 
pared for  this  month  aud  next  and  with 
ory  liillo  tronhlc.  Or  course 
alio  havo  greenhouses  w  ith  appliances 
for  propagating,  need  no  directions, 
hut  many  lovers  of  Sowers  have  to  con- 
tent thomsolves  with  such  plant*  as 
may  be  grown  Iu  tho  windows  of  the 
living  rooms.  These  become  nttached 
their  plants,  aud  when  ono  is  set  out 
the  bed  they  expect  it  back  ugniu. 
When  such  a  plant  goes  out,  consider 
it  thrown  away,  lor  it  mny  ns  well  be,, 
aad  sol  nbout  replaeiug  it.  Tho  fol- 
lowing method  will  give  a  few  plants 
with  little  tiouhlc  :  T*ko  a  common 
store  box,  such  as  u  starch  or  soap  box, 
knock  off  both  cover  and  bottom,  and 
if  need  be  strengthen  it  with  extra  nails. 
Tuck  over  this  a  piece  of  cotton  cloth 
aud  tho  frame  will  bo  ready.  Select  a 
place  where  the  soil  is  light  aud  sandy, 
or  If  tho  ground  is  all  stiff,  spude  in 
some  Baud  or  coat  dust  to  moke  it  light 
or  open,  and  place  the  frame  over  it. 
If  cuttiugs  of  geraniums,  cuphcas,  ver- 
benas, or  other  such  plants  are  placed 
in  the  soil  and  covered  with  tho  frame, 
they  will  soon  take  root  aud  form  uico 
specimens,  which,  when  they  begi 
grow,  may  be  potted  nod  be  ready  lor 
r  tho  fnuuo  is  whero  it  wil 
be  shaded  nt-mid-day,  all  tho  belter 
if  not,  tilt  it  u  little  wheu  the  suu  is 
hot  to  give  vontilution  uud  prevcut

The  ratluro  or  Congress  to  do  its 
proper  work  arises,  in  great  pnrt,  from 
n  cause  not  peculiar  to  thin  Cougress, 
hut  shared  by  all  others  of  recent  dalo. 
Congress  has  tried  to  absorb  into  itself 
all  the  powers  and  lunctiotis  of  govern- 
ment, and  It  proves  pitifully  incompe- 
tent for  tho  tasks  it  has  assumed.  It 
is  not  willing  to  lenre  a  reasonable  dis- 
cretion to  the  executive,  nr  to  tho  hoad 
of  any  department.  Recommendations 
hy  the  president  or  tho  heads  of  deparl- 
s  usually  treated  with  con 
tempt ;  every  pot-house  or  cross-roads 
politician  who  gels  into  Congress  by 
accident  or  fraud  thinks  be  knows  more 
of  finance  and  foreign  relations,  ol 
armies  aad  armed  ships,  of  pensions, 
lands,  Indians  and  the  postAl  service 
who  have  giveu  tholr  lives  to 
a  study  of  those  branches  of  the  public 
service.  Congress  will  not  trust  the 
treasury  dopartmeut  to  ascertaio  tho 
best  terms  on  which  money  can  be  bor- 
rowed, uor  the  uavy  department  to  re- 
build n  ship.  It  insists  upon 
meddling  with  thedetatlsol  every  part  of 
the  public  service.  lunsmuch  as  ninc- 
toolhs  of  its  membors  do  uot  know  what 
they  arc  doiug,  its  mcddliog  constantly 
results  in  muddling  and  mischief.  The 
public  service  is  Impaired  at  every 
point.  Officials  are  deprived  of  tfV» 
stimulus  which  the  hope  of  distinction 
by  notable  • access  in  their  work  would 
give.  They  fall  into  the  hahit  of  mak- 
ing careless  rccommendatious  because 
ixpcricnce  has  taught  that  good 
recommendations  nre  wasted.  Mean- 
while, Congress  undertakes  to  prescribe 
the  mode  of  doing  everything,  and  us 
nine-tenths  ol  its  members  kuow  noth- 
ing about  tbo  matter  upon  which  they 
■olo,  usually  prescribes  badly  aud  docs 
mischief.  Tho  excuse  for  Congression 
il  meddling  is  that  the  executive,  when 
not  restricted,  is  opt  to  become  corrupt. 
But  this  Congress  has  helped  to  teach 
the  country  that  the  most  corrupt  and 
reckless  government  on  earth  is  one  of 
unrestrained  legislative  power.  When 
Congress,  instead  of  making  wise  gen- 
eral laws  and  holding  executive  officers 
responsible  for  n  proper  exercise  ol 
large  discretionary  power  under  those 
undertakes  to  direct  everything 
itself,  the  distribution  of  power  among 
makes  each  feel  utterly  free 
from  responsibility.  No  executive  de- 
partment ever  dared  to  do  anything  so 
shameless  ns  the  passage  ol  the  (tea- 
rs or  the  river  and  harbor 
bill.— [N  Y.  Tribune.

Feeding  Apples  to  t  attle. 

Whenever  1  hnvo  lotted  bogs  or  « 
for  the  lust  thirty  ycar«,  I  havo  don« 
with  upples  in  this  way  :      Begin  w 
half  a  pock  per  day  tho  first  week, 
crcasiug  half  u  peck,  per  day  till  1 
reach  oue  bushel  per  day,  aud  continue 
that  amount  up  to  within  two  weeks  of 
killing.     Then  ucd  to  the  upples  these 
two  weeks  a  hag  of  corn  meal. 

Last  lull  I  desired  to  test  lully  the 
value  of  apples  iu  producing  milk.  For 
this  purpose  I  bought  a  Ihrce  ycnr  old 
Jersey  and  Ayrshire  heifer.  She  had 
been  kept  ou  ensilage  about  four  week- 
previous  to  purchase,  nnd  as  i  wished 
to  he  sure  of  tho  test,  1  gave  her  poor 
meadow  buy  aud  half  n  peck  of  upples 
lor  tho  first  week  per  day.  She  iu- 
creased  inflow  of  mill;  cue-third  Th< 
second  week  I  fed  one  peck  of  upplei 
per  day,  uud  the  milk  increased  to 
about  double  of  wluit  she  gitve  u 
time  of  purchase.  As  she  calved  the 
first  of  March,  and  of  course  shouh 
have  decreased  instead  of  iucrcoscd  li 
lurprised  me  uot  u  little.  Ii 
order  to  be  sure  in  this  mutter,  1  w  ould 
the  npplcH  out  for  two  or  three 
days,  and  she  would  full  hack  to 
less  tluiu  she  guvo  at  purchase.  I  thcD 
would  feed  on  tbo  best  of  liny  lor  two  or 
three  days,  increasing  vory  slightly.  I 
theu  put  ber  h<ick  to  upples  nod  meadow- 
hay,  und  her  flow  would  come  up  to 
about  tho  second  week  of  troatmco 
theu  guvo  ber  good  bay  aud  two  quarts 
ol  meal,  with  hut  slight  increase  iu 
milk.  What  surprised  mu  most  was 
tho  quality  of  milk  und  butter,  both  be- 
ing very  rich  nnd  uutty.  Ono  peck  of 
apples  moistened  uud  ouo  quart  of  corn 
meal  sprinkled  over  them  is  worth 
more  for  milk,  uud  lat  thau  four  quarts 
of  meal  ulouo.  I  used  to  thluk  il  paid 
to  cook  the  apples,  hut  am  satisfied  it 
doesn't. — [Correspondent  Gcrmaolown 
Telegraph.

further  sum  of  $10,000  was  granted 
I  had  relied  very  much  upon  Ihe  Re- 
,  port  of  the  Board  of    United  Slate, 
hitjfineora,  who  recommended  $30,000 
for  Scituatc  Harbor;  and  this  seemed 
,  the  more  conclusive,  that  two  members 
,  of  ihe  Hoard,  namely  Gen.  Thorn  and 
.  Gen.  Tower,  had  made  personal  In- 
upecllon  of  the  locality  and  were  ear- 
neslly  In  favor  of  the  undertaking, 
l'heir  opinion  was  in  fact,  only  supple 
mciilary  to  that  of  the  lamented  Gen. 
llanurd,  formerly  chairman  of  Iheir 
Hoard  who,  thirty  years  ago,  in  his  Re- 
|K>rt  declared  the  improvement  In  ques- 
tion 10  be  one  of  "truly  national  con- 
cern."  To  show  Gen.  Thorn's  appre- 
cialion  of  ihe  matter,  In  his  recent  Re- 
|wrt  10  the  Secretary  of  War,  he  recom- 
mended the  liberal  appropriation  of 
*  100,000  for  the  work.    The  Board  of 
Engineers  reduced  this  sum  to  $30,000; 
•  in  consideration,  no  doubt,  of  the  nu- 
merous claims  upon  Congress  in  be- 
half of  various  Rivers  andHarbors  and 
that,  probably  only  so  much  could  be 
profitably    expended    upon  it,  in 
iheir  judgment,  during  the  present  fi- 
nancial year. 

After  five  years  of  incessant  devo- 
tion to  this  subject,  I  had  confided 
in  this  state  of  facts  for  a  more  effec- 
tive appropriation.  If  the  project 
was  really  meritorious  to  the  degree 
determined  upon  by  skilled  and  ac- 
c  imphshcd  Engineers  and  other  pecu- 
liarly competent  judges,  f  conceived 
that  it  should  be  carried  out  with  all 
reasonable  expedition;  nor  could  I  help 
thinking,  that,  though  there  were  other

I  voted  for  Ihe  River  and  Harbor 
Bill  because  it  was  right  and  just,  and 
shall  stand  by  my  vnle.  But  thii 
great  country,  and  Ihe  river*  and  har- 
bors demanding  apppropriaiions  are 
many  and  of  vast  consequence  in 
commercial  point  of  view.  The  only 
defense  the  people  have  against  Kail- 
fond  monopoly  are  the  water  ways  and 
these  must  be  maintained. 

No  River  and  Harbor  bill  can 
propriale  half  the  money  which  could 
be  wisely  expended.  This  bill  is 
more  than  50  percent  of  Ihe  estimates 
of  those  Improvements  provided  for. 
Hundreds  of  needed  improvement! 
were  left  with  no  appropriation*. 
Scituale  people  may  think  their  harbor 
all  Important,  and  worthy  of  a  large 
appropriation,  but  they  should  know 
and  remember  that  If  Ihey  have  all 
they  ought  to  have,  and  all  other  Im 
piovements  equally  meritorious  were 
trealed  in  the  same  way,  the  River 
and  Harbor  bill  would  rise  to  a  sum 
enormous  that  no  Congres*  would 
pass  it.  The  bill  just  passed  is  now 
a  club  against  those  who  had 
the  courage  to  vote  for  it.  The  cow- 
ards and  sneaks  who  voted  against  it 
knowing  it  would  pass  and  expecting 
ijoy  all  Its  benefits  are  now  laud- 
ed as  pure  statesmen. 

I  think  that  man  most  worthy  of 
public  confidence  o  ho  dare*  to  do  an 
unpopular  thing.  No  man  who  voted 
lor  the  bill  after  the  veto  did  not  know 
that  he  was  doing  an  unpopular  thing. 
Many  who  voted  m>  hoped  the  bill 
would  pass,  believed  ll  ought  10  pass 
and  would  have  been  sorry  10  have 
It  fail.
